Powers, when arrested on a 
warrant issued on March 10, 1900, charging 
m with having been in a conspiracy to 
Goebel, produced a pardon signed by 
Taylor, who also was indicted, and attested 
by ‘himself (Powers) as secretary of state. 
Taylor soon fied to Indiana, where he has 
been ever since. The Circuit court of Scott 
county held the pardon’ void, and Powers 
was convicted at each of his three trials, 
being sentenced twice to be hanged and Once 
to life imprisonment. The Kentucky Court 
of Appeals upheld the ruling of the lower 
court regarding the pardon, but every time 
reyersed and remanded the case. Taylor, 
although afterward unseated, was de facto 
governor at the time the pardon was Is- 
sued. Had he the right and power, as such, 
to pardon a man for a crime before he was 
arrested for it? Powers’ attorneys contend 
he had, and that therefore their client is 
legally a free man, whether he conspired 
against Goebel’s life or not. 
The people have taken 
much interest in the case. There js no well 
defined publie opinion‘as to whether Powers 
is guilty or not, but probably a large ma- 
jority believe no serious effort has been 
made by the officials and people of Ken- 
tucky, especially those of Scott county, 
where he has been tried, to give him a fair 
hearing. The repeated reversal of the ver- 
dicts against him by the state Court of Ap- 
peals supports this view. “If his case can be 
legally transferred to an impartial federal 
court it is to be hoped it will be. If he is 
guilty as charged no ‘punishment is too 
severe. If he is innocent, it would be set- 
ting a bad precedent, and'pne pregnant with 
baleful possibilities, to allow a des fac. 
Hon to hound him to death.

DE FONTENOY | 


oe 1905: By the Marguise de Fontenoy. 


» RINCE GASTON of Orleans, Count 
d' Eu, consort of the ex-crown princess 
of Brazil, and of the two young 
princes of Orleans who were in Amer- 
ica all last summer, has just purchased 
from the duke of Orleans the ruined chateau 
and the large estate of Eu, in Normandy, 
not far from Dieppe. The chäteau was almost 
entirely destroyed by fire a few years ago 
through the negligence of the caretakers 
who had been left in charge thereof ever since 
the-late comte de Paris, who made it his 
principal residence, had been sent inte ban- 
ishment in 1886, It is the count d' inten- 
tion to rebuild the castle once more and to 


make it his home. 


It has undergone many vicissitudes and its 
foundations were laid away back in the 
eleventh century by the then counts of Bu, 
who were the chiefs of a side branch of the 
ducal house of Normandy that after the 
battle of Hastings had secured the throne 
of England. Towards the end of the fifteenth 
century King Louis XI, of France destroyed 
both the town and the chateau of Eu to 
prevent them: falling into the hands of the 
English. But when, 100 years later, the 
countship of Eu passed into the possession 


of Henry, duke of Guige, he rebulit the cas-. 


tle. Another hundred years saw the ex- 
tinction of the house of Guise, and then it 


was purchased by the princess of Montpen- 


sier, and subsequently passed into the pos- 
session of the duke de Penthievre, grand- 
father on the mother’s side of King Louis 
Philippe. who inherited it from bim. Dur- 
ing the days of the first republic and the 
reign of the first Napoleon it was used as 
a military hospital. 

But Louis Philippe, after his return from 


exile, restored it and established his prin- | 


cipal summer residence there. It was at 
Eu that he received Queen Victoria and her 
consort on the occasion of her first. visit to 
Franee, and she again spent a week there 
later. Throughout the reign of Napoleon III. 
the chateau was kept closed by the govern- 
ment, but after 1870 it became the principal 
home of the comte de PaMs and the head- 
quarters of his adherents until he was sent 


into exile, Indeed, it was oT there that ' 
he on his

This acquisition by the count d' Eu of the 


chateau and estate from which he takes his 


title would seem to indicate that both he 
and his wife have at length abandoned all 
hopes of a monarchical restoration in Brazil. 
For the last fifteen years) that is to say, ever 
since they were driven from Rio by the revo- 
lution which transformed the empire into a 
republic. they have always lived either in 
hotels or in rented houses, so as to impress 


upon their adherents on this side of the At- 


lantic that their residence in France was 
merely temporary and that they looked for- 
ward to their return to Brazil’'at any moment. 
The late ex-king of Naples harbored the 
same pathetic delusion throughout the near 
thirty years or more that intervened between 
his deposition and his death, making his 
headquarters at a hotel in Paris and de- 
clining even to rent a house. Indeed, it was 
only after his demise that his widow bought 
a site and bubt for herself on the 

sdk count d Eu 10 a gon af the late duke 
de Nemours, Who, in turn, was a younger 
son of King Louis Philippe. Like His father, 
the count d Eu is reactionary and anti-liberal 
in his political ideas, and it was this that 
contributed in no small measure to his own 
unpopularity in Brazil after he had married 
the eldest daughter and heiress of Emperor 
Dom Pedro—which caused also the dread 
with which the prospect of her advent to the 
throne was regarded and which blinded the 
people of the land of his adoption to his many 
excellent qualities, chief among which were 
the gallantry and the good generalship 
which he displayed at the head of the Brazil- 
ian troops in the several wars in which Brazil 
was involved during the time that he has 
t the ocean.

C., March 27.—W. C. MacNaul, 5859 Ellis 
avenue, Chicago—Dear Sir: ‘Your favor of 
the 6th instant has not been answered before 
for the reason that immediately upon the ad- 
journment of congrese I left Washington and 
now have just reached your letter. 

I beg to say that the statements in refer- 
ence to the mileage amendment have been 
misleading and it seems to me quite unfalr. 
The law provides that the compensation of a 
member of congress shall be $5,000 per an- 
num, and in addition thereto 20 certs per 
mile dach way for each of the sessions of 
congress. There was, however, no appro- 
priation theretafore made to pay the mileage 
for the session of congress called. by the 
president in November, 1908. An amend- 
ment was offered on the consideration of the 
genéral deficiency bill Thursday, March 2. 
The session ended Saturday, March 4, at 12 
o'clock. The deficiency bill had to be passed 
by the house on Thursday in order to go 
through the senate in time to be signed by 
the president before rioon on Saturday, or 
else it might have been necessary to have a 


special session of congyess to pass that ap- N 


propriation bill. 

On the consideration of the deficiency dill 
I was called to the chair by the speaker to 
preside and to decide points of order, etc. 
When the mileage amendment was offered 
a point of order was made that it was not 
authorized: by law. On a former occasion 
a similar amendment had been presented in 
the house upon which a point of order wags 
made and the point of order was discussed 
for two days in a full and exhaustive man- 
ner, and th® presiding officer of the house 
at ‘hat time ruled that the mileage was 
authorized by law and that hence the amend- 
ment making an appropriation for it was in 
order.

TOO MUCH PANIC OVER YELLOW FEVER. 
|___‘TYPHOID 1S THE MORE DANGEROUS. 


Excitement and Alam Caused by the Recent Outbreak in the Panama Gaal Canal 
Zone lustrates the Mischievous Folly of Superstition. 


BY RICHARD WEIGHTMAN. 


‘Washington. D. C., May 6.—[{Special. }—-The 
excitement and alarm caused by the recent 
outbreak of yellow fever in the canal zone of 
Panama serve to illustrate afresh the mis- 
chievous folly of the superstition which has 
been so successfully cultivated in respect of 
this disease. The noisy promulgation of all 

sorts of conjectures as to the prevention of 
rst fever—as if man's only hope consisted 
in escaping it—has had the perfectly natural 
and logical effect of demoralizing the victim 
when at last the enemy overtakes him. In- 
stead of accepting it as they do the other ills 
that flesh is heir to, studying its symptoms 
and phenomena and considering the best and 
most rational system of treatment, the latter 
day doctors have devoted themselves almost 
exctusively to expedients for destroying the 
causes, thereby leaving the public to infer 
that are useless. 


Not Necessarily Fatal. te 

Thus it happens, as the result of dwelling 
altogether upon the prophylactic and seem- 
ing to dismiss as vain the curative attitude, 
the doctors have—quite unintentionally, no 
doubt—magnified yellow fever into a neces- 
shrily fatal blight and abandoned the public 
mind to an insensate terror. Three cases 
of the vomits—as the Latin Americans usual- 
ly call it—create more panic than thirty 
cases of typhoid or smallpox, though either 
of these maladies is more dangerous to hu- 
man life and presents more formidable prob- 
lems to the enlightened physician. 


fever epidemic of 1878 in New Orleans was 
about 4 per cent, but even these figures con- 
tain a probably exaggerated estimate, since 
a large proportion of the mortality was 
among children under 5 years of age, with 
whom it was often difficult to make an ac- 
curate diagnosis. In New Orleans, however, 
they didn’t exploit mosquito and other aca- 
demic theories, but addressed themselves to 
the treatment and ge, go nursing of the 
patients. 
Panic the Worst Feature. 
I do not deny that yellow fever is a terribie 


| affliction when it attacks a heavily popu- 
lated city in epidemic form, for it prostrates . 


thousands. simultaneously, and for a time 
converts the place into a hospital; but even 
in these extreme cases the worst feature 


quarantines that are set up against the 
stricken community, and the consequent 
paralysis of industry and commerce. 

Yellow fever is a sustained paroxysm last- 
ing five days. After that, two weeks of 
convalescence under careful nursing. Then 
the individual is as well as ever, sometimes 
more so. It isn’t an affair of months, like 
typhoid, and its perils and complications—at 
least im the case of a healthy person who 
hasn't been previously frightened half to 
death by a lot of quacks—are comparatively 
inconsiderable. 

What the government needs in Panama is 
a medical faculty composed for the greater 
part of men who know yellow fever when 
they meet it in the road, who understand 
its treatment, and who don’t waste their 
time or poison the layman’s imagination 
with nonsensical superstitions and fantastic 
experiments. There are much more dan- 
gerous diseases in New York, Washington, 
and Chicago, and everybody who has lived 
in a fever ig knows it.

during the entire session, and an agree- 
ment was entered into providing that a vote 
should be taken upon the bill some time 
in December after the next session of Pon 
gress had commenced. 

Under these circumstances most of the 
senators also went home. 

As a matter of fact, therefore, the 4 
of congress did do the same amount of 
traveling as though the special session of 
congress had ended weeks before the De- 
cember session commenced. This then is 
the situation: The law provided that the 
members of congress should receive, as part 
ot their compensation, mileage for that ses- 
sion of congress. Members of congress did 
actually travel—that is, 90 or 95 per cent of 
them did—to their homes. 

It is quite true that the cost of traveling 
back and forth for a member of congress 
does not amount to 20 cents a mile each way 
unless he takes a large family back and 
forth with him. It is also true that this 
was the case at the time the law was orig 
inally passed in 1860. 

It is true that the mileage is made part 
of the compensation. It is true that the 
members of congress receive no additipnal 
pay for attending an extra session and the 
expense they are put to thereby unless they 
receive the mileage. The extra session of 
congress which I attended in November, 
1908. cost me at least $500 more than my 
expenses would have been if there had been 
no extra session of congress. I do not be- 
lieve that the compensation which is pro- 
vided by law is too high. I go to congress at 
@ financial sacrifice. I do no grafting. 1 
take no pay for any of the services which I 
render, either officially or unofficially, by 
reason of being a member of congress. 1 
am ffequently offered pay for doing some 
things in Washington or elsewhere not con- 
nected with legislation which people bring 
fo me because of my official position. I 
never accept pay for such things because 1 
know that some time I might not draw the 
dividing line at the right place.
